Traffic toll 
above estimate 
United Press International 
The Thanksgiving holiday traffic death 
toll climbed above 500 today - more 
than 100 above the 1975 total. 
Accidents on ice-glazed highways, 
plane crashes in stormy weather and 
coW weather fires sent the overall ac­ 
cidental death toll close to 600. 
A United Press International count 
showed that at least 507 persons were 
killed in traffic between 6 p.m local 
time Wednesday and midnight EST Sun­ 
day. 
A breakdown of accidental deaths 
showed: Traffic, 507; Fire. 65; Plane, 
20; Total 592 
Texas and California were far out in 
front in number of traffic fatalities as 
late reports came in from state police 
outposts — Texas with 42 and California 
with 40. Florida, where motorists were 
plagued by fog. counted 25 Michigan. 
New York and Ohio each had 21, Penn­ 
sylvania 19 and North Carolina and 
Virginia 17 each. 
Freezing rain mixed with sleet and 
snow spread a treacherous glaze of ice 
on roads from Texas to the southern Ap­ 
palachians Sunday in the final day of the 
four-day holiday weekend. 
Fog cut visibility close to zero in 
southern Florida and delayed hundreds 
of travelers for hours Sunday night at 
Miami International Airport. Rain sl­ 
owed travelers in New England. 
70 feared dead 
in Soviet air crash 


MOSCOW (U P I) - A SovietTU104air­ 
liner crashed shortly after takeoff from 
Moscow s Sheremetyevo airport Sunday, 
killing about 70 persons, airline sources 
said today. 
The sources said the plane crashed and 
burned in the suburbs a few miles from 
the airport. It was not known if there 
were any survivors. 
The plane, a twin-engine turbojet 
belonging to the Soviet Aeroflot airline, 
was en route to Leningrad at the time, 
the sources said. 
No further details of the crash were 
available. The Soviets at first told 
Western airline companies that fire 
engines racing from the airport were on 
a practice run 
It was the first Soviet air crash since 
September, when sources reported an 
Aeroflot plane went down near the resort 
of Sochi after a collision in flight 


and the 42-unit parade ushered in the 
Christmas season in grand style. 
Several thousand Valley residents 
witnessed the parade along the line of 
march from Lompoc Shopping Center to 
Ocean Avenue, applauding the various 
entries.

Train plunges into 
floodwater; 12 die 


KATH EKAN I, Kenya (U P I) - The 
Mombasa-Nairobi express train crowded 
with some 600 Kenyans and foreign 
holidaymakers derailed today during a 
heavy thunderstorm and plunged into 
floodwaters swirling through this East 
African big game country. 
The official Kenya news agency said at 
least 12 persons were feared dead and 
about 70 injured in what railroad offi­ 
cials said was the worst passenger train 
disaster in East African history. 
Witnesses said scores of passengers 
were trapped for hours in one coach sub­ 
merged in mud and water and the final 
toll could be much higher Rescuers used 
axes and blowtorches into the night to 
free trapped victims. 
A party of 17 American schoolchildren, 
some Peace Corps volunteers and a 
score of delegates attending the general 
conference of UNESCO were aboard the 
train but officials said they escaped in­ 
jury. 
The mishap occurred at a bridge over 
the Ngaineithia river near this tiny sta­ 
tion in big game country, 137 miles 
southeast of Nairobi. 


B E IR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - The 
United States today delivered to Presi­ 
dent Elias Sarkis a demand from Israel 
that Palestinian commando operations 
in south Lebanon be curbed, the rightist 
Phalangist radio said. 


At the same time the Americans were 
also expected to press the Israelis to 
allow Arab peacekeeping forces to ad­ 
vance farther south, the radio said. 


“ U.S. Charge d’Affaires George Lane 
told Sarkis that Israel will not permit a 
Palestinian guerrilla presence on its 
borders and that Israel will resort to 
firm measures in case these guerrillas 
undertake activities against Israel,’ the 
Court agrees 
to decide 
Nixon issue 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today agreed to decide whether 
Congress was right in giving the govern­ 
ment control of Richard M. Nixon’s 
presidential papers and tape recordings 
After holding the case many weeks, 
the justices announced they will hear the 
former president s appeal of a lower 
court decision upholding a 1974 law 
covering some 42 million documents and 
880 tape recordings. 
The court also announced it will decide 
in a Louisiana case whether an 
automatic death penalty can be imposed 
for murdering a policeman. The state 
capital punishment law was thought to 
have been struck down entirely last July. 
In two cases involving women, the 
court summarily ruled unconstitutional 
Indiana’s law requiring that abortions 
during the first three months of 
Drefinancy be performed in a hospital or 
licensed health facility. 
The justices accepted for review 
Alabama's appeal from a ruling that 
state height and weight requirements for 
state troopers and prison guards dis­ 
criminate against women. 


Another decision involving consolida­ 
tion of inner city and suburban schools 
was postponed when the court found it 
had no ju risd ictio n to look at a 
Wilmington. Del., case. It could come 
hack to the high court after a federal ap­ 
peals court has looked at it. 


The justices agreed to decide in a 
North Carolina case whether a prison in­ 
mate organization must be afforded the 
same rights to recruit members and 
send literature as are afforded such 
groups as the Jaycees and Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 


In other actions, the court:

Israel has built up its forces along its 
northern border with Lebanon and 


repeatedly warned it will not hesitate to 
retaliate m ilitarily if the Palestinians 
resume their operations against Israeli 
settlements from south Lebanon. 
President Sarkis met today with aides 
to discuss the possible advance of Arab 
peacekeeping forces farther south—a 
move Israel has warned against 
“ The only thing I know is that there 
are signs the forces will enter the 
south,” said a spokesman for the Arab 
force’s general command. “ The details 
of when, where and how many are being 
kept secret.” 
He said “ The issue is being dealt with 
at the highest levels, from President 
Sarkis on down ” 


Israel has warned that a move by Arab 
forces below the so-called “ Red Line 
may be considered a provocation. 


The line has never been clearly defined 
but is understood to run along the Litani 
River in southern Lebanon, which 
meanders to the Mediterranean at dis­ 
tances ranging from about 4 to 18 miles 
from the Israeli border. 


Sources close to the Arab command 
said a mixed force of Syrians and troops 
from United Arab Em irates and Saudi 
Arabia were likely to move this week to 
the southern port of Tyre and the inland 
crossroads town of Nabatiyeh, both less 
than 18 miles from the border 
Central Coast crime spree ends 
with one arrest; 3 still sought 


One woman was in custody and 
another woman and two men were being 
sought today in the aftermath of a 
Central Coast crime spree involving 
murder, robbery and kidnaping. 


Authorities said the three suspects still 
at large were armed and considered 
dangerous A stolen car which had been 
driven by two of the suspects was aban­ 
doned early this morning in front of 
Long's Drug Store in Santa Maria. 


Details were sparse this morning, but 
authorities pieced together this story: 
Four suspects, two men and two women 
fled a party in the Concord-Pittsburgh 
area Saturday night after one man fatal­ 
ly stabbed another in a dispute. 
The four took a hostage in Coneord and 


then shot and killed a liquor store clerk 
during a holdup 
Sunday morning the car bearing the 
four ran out of gas near Gaviota Pass. 
The four suspects abandoned the car 
with the owner locked in the trunk and 
set out hitchhiking. 
Still another good samaritan stopped 
to offer them a ride, and was in turn 
locked in the trunk of his car The car 
was found abandoned later in Santa Bar­ 
bara with the hostage still inside, but 
safe. 
The two couples apparently split up, 
one couple taking an Isla Vista motorist 
hostage before robbing a liquor store in 
Goleta; and the other couple taking 
another motorist hostage, driving to 
Atasacdero. The hostage in the latter in­ 


cident attracted the attention of passers- 
by in a service station and the suspects 
decided to abandon the car. San Luis 
Obispo Sheriff’s deputies found the car 
and the driver, injured from a leap from 
the car, but otherwise safe. 
Later the suspects commandeered a 
camper truck in the Atasacdero area and 
took a man and wife hostage. Sheriff s 
deputies accosted the suspects and 
engaged in a gun battle. A deputy was 
wounded by three gunshots in the legs, 
but was listed in good condition today. 
The woman was captured but the man 
managed to escape and was being sought 
today. 
Authorities said the three suspects still 
at large could be anywhere in the central 
coast area today.

Former Lompoc man killed 
accidentally by deputy 


A former Lompoc area man was shot 
and killed accidentally Saturday night in 
Lancaster while talking with his hands 
raised toward sheriff’s deputies, the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
reported today- 
The victim was Stephen L. Ham, 27, 
who moved to Lancaster about a month 
ago from Mission Hills where he lived at 
3427 Via Cortez 
He was struck in the chest and died in­ 
stantly when the gun of one of the of­ 
ficers accidentally discharged, the 
report said. 
Ham reportedly was leaving a bar in 
Lancaster on Saturday night with his 
brother and another man just as four 
deputies arrived in response to a call 
that a patron at the bar had a gun. 
Ham ’s brother. 
Richard, 22. of 


Bellflower, and the third man, Richard 
A Hamm. 23. of Upland, no relation, 
obeyed orders to halt and raised their 
hands above their heads 
According to the deputies’ report, 
Stephen Ham first ran to a parked car 
and threw an object inside and then put 
up his hands and walked toward the 
deputies as commanded 
The Sheriff’s Department reported 
Deputy William Quinlan Jr., 38, was ly­ 
ing on the pavement behind a service sta­ 
tion pump island and was adjusting his 
position when his elbow slipped, causing 
the gun to discharge 
The victim had been a security 
policeman in the Air Force and following 
his separation from the service had 
worked for a time at the Hobby Sales 
Store at Vandenberg Air Force Base

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District will unveil their plan tomorrow 
for tapping public sentiment on the 
direction the schools should take. 
The meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m. in 
Central Administration Building, 1301 
North A St. 
In the words of Bob Thompson, direc­ 
tor of curriculum, “ Hundreds of resi­ 
dents will be asked to rank general 
education goals and rate school perfor­ 
mance 
The information will enable 
schools to concentrate efforts on 
educational areas the community judges 
as most important ” 
Supt Clarence Bloom recommended 
the process — needs assessment — last 
summer, based on his belief that the 
process will have dual benefits: 
The 
community will become more informed 
and involved in schools, and the schools 
will respond more effectively to the com­ 
munity." 
Participants will spend six to eight 
hours arranging a series of 18 structured 
goals according to a priority rating 


system based on their own opinions. 
An estimated 12,000 brochures explain­ 
ing the needs assessment program will 
be distributed by the school district. 
These are the steps that are planned in 
the needs assessment effort: 
— A random sample selection of 30 to 
60 parents will be chosen to serve on 
committees in 16 schools. Their job 
to 
organize the goals according to 
their 
own priority rating. 


— Some of these individuals, plus 
others with no school associations, will 
repeat the process as a district commit­ 
tee. 


— All teachers and students in grades 
6. 8, 11 and 12 will rate school achieve­ 
ment based on the goals. 


— A report will be made to the board 
near the end of the school year. 
— Finally a method will be announced 


for updating the goals as time passes 
And finally the school board will an­ 
nounce programs to meet the dictates of 
the goals program as distilled out of the 
various committees 
The random selection of persons to 
serve on the school committees is based 
on precise mathematical and statistical 
systems. 
In the words of Bill Williams, principal 
of Vandenberg Junior High School, “ A 
commonly used procedure in sampling is 
to select every tenth or two twentieth 
names on a list of all school parents. 
“ If the first name is chosen randomly 
from among the first 10 or 20, every 
name has the same opportunity of being 
included in the sample ” 


However in the interest of even more 
precision in the selection, Williams said 
a table of random numbers is a better 
procedure

The appeal of a gun-hating 
deputy sheriff from an order by 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter ter­ 
minating him more than a year 
and a half ago has been denied 
by the County Civil Service 
Commission. 
The com m ission’s finding 
against veteran sheriff’s officer 
Bobby McNatt. who has asked 
for reinstatement with full back 
pay. came after a hearing in 
November before the commis­ 
sion and hearing officer Terry 
Bonham, an attorney, in the

A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
Building. 
McNatt. a slender, six-footer, 
had been fired June 23, 1975, 
after failure to report from sick 
leave. He has contended he 
developed an ulcer and was un­ 
able to continue work due to il­ 
lness brought on by his aversion 
to guns and the duties of a law 
enforcement officer. He had 
been attached to the Santa 
Maria substation. 
The hearing before the civil 
service commission had been 
delayed a lengthy tim e pending 
outcome of a County Retire­ 
ment Board hearing at which 
McNatt claimed he was entitled 
to a disability pension 
When his claim was denied by 
the pension board — it is now 
on appeal in Superior Court — 
McNatt came before the civil 
service body and said he felt he 
now could take up his duties 
again as a deputy sheriff. 
But Undersheri ff Larry 
M arshall, testifying for the 


Sheriff's Department, said he 
felt McNatt would not be able to 
competently carry out duties in 
the department under the pre­ 
sent circumstances. 


It was not known whether Mc­ 
Natt would appeal the commis­ 
sion ruling to the courts The 
Appellate Court has yet to rule 
on whether it will confirm the 
retirement board’s decision in 
the case or 
on the basis of 
evidence presented send it back 
to the board for a new hearing.

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State farmers suffer 
$1 billion in crop loss

California fanners have suf­ 
fered more than $1 billion in 
crop losses so far this year 
because of the winter drought, 
two harvest-time strikes, a 
damaging freeze and unseason- 
al rains. 
One result will be higher con­ 
sumer prices. 
The loss estimate was provid­ 
ed Sunday by the California 
Farm Bureau, which warned 
that another dry winter would 
produce a new round of severe 
agricultural losses. 
The bureau called 1976 “ one 
of the most damaging and 
frustrating production years in 
history.“ 
A spokesman said consumers 
“ will undoubtedly feel the im­ 
pact in higher prices but added 
that farmers stand to lose the 
most. The losses represent 
profit that farmers would nor­ 
mally earn.” 
Bureau President Fred Her- 
inger paid, 
“ N early every 


farmer suffered to some extent, 
but for some the losses were 
catastrophic. Production from 
entire orchards was lost, cat­ 
tlemen without feed or pasture 
were forced to liquidate." 
“ Cattlemen as a group are in 
the most serious trouble," he 
said, noting that an alarming 
number of cattlemen are close 
to bankruptcy. “ Poor market 
prices and limited grazing due 
to the drought have extended a 
large number of ranchers to 
their lim it." 
In a report on the “ year of 
crises,” the bureau pegged los­ 
ses in the cattle, sheep and 
dairy industries at $460 million 
— by far the biggest suffered by 
California growers. 
Dryland farmers producing 
wheat 
and 
barley 
without 
irrigation experienced $85 m il­ 
lion in losses — the second 
largest. 
About $80 million worth of 
raisins were ruined by unsea- 
sonal August and September 


rains during the period when 
grapes are dried under the sun. 
A July canning strike and mold 
caused by the untimely rain 
resulted in $80 million worth of 
losses in the processed tomato 
industry. 
A five-week strike by frozen 
food workers also caused losses 
to producers, 
including $3 
million worth of lima beans. A 
January freeze resulted in $15 
million in damages to citrus 
crops. 
“ We’re conditioned to risks in 
farming, but never before have 
we been hit from so many sides 
at once," Heringer said. 
“ The problems may not be 
over,” he added. “ A return to 
dry weather in October and ear­ 
ly November increased con­ 
cern that the state could be in 
for another dry winter. Reser­ 
voirs are dangerously low. 
“ If it stays abnormally dry, 
1977 could be worse than 1976." 
Other losses in 1976 included: 
ALFALFA - $30 million in 
Low nicotine, tar cigs 
produce poisonous gas 


W A S H IN G T O N 
(U P I) - 
Some filter cigarettes that are 
low in nicotine and tar may 
produce more poisonous gases 
than some non-filter brands, ac­ 
cording to a study sponsored by 
Reader's Digest. 
The Digest paid for tests of 28 
brands of cigarettes, including 
several of the new low-tar, low- 
nicotine varities. Rather than 
testing for tar and nicotine con­ 
tent, the study examined the 
cigarettes for their hydrogen 
cyanide (H C N ). nitrogen oxide 
(N02» and carbon monoxide 
(CO) content. 
The 
Digest 
said carbon 
monoxide is responsible for 
heart disease. It said hydrogen 
cyanide and nitrogen oxide are 
associated with chronic bron­ 
chitis and emphysema. 
The magazine, which pub­ 
lished the re su lts in 
its 
December issue, concluded that 
although the tobacco industry 
has successfully produced low 
tar and nicotine cigarettes, 
"some low-tar filter brands, 
such as Merit King and Fact 


King, put out more nitrogen ox­ 
ides than such high-tar cigaret­ 
tes as Camel, Winston Filter 
K in g 
and 
L u c k y 
S t r ik e 
Regular." 
“ The only brands consistently 
low in tar, nicotine and the 
three gases are Now King and 
Carlton 70." the Digest said. 
Cigarettes low in tar and 
nicotine may pose an additional 
hazard to health, the magazine 
suggested, because smokers 
may take more and deeper 
puffs per day “ in an effort to 
get their nicotine fix." The 
result is also more inhalation of 
the three gases the magazine 
identified as harmful to health. 
“ In general, smokers will be 
better off if they switch to low- 
tar filter brands and consume 
cigarettes only at the same rate 
as they did the higher-tar 
brands." the magazine said 
The Digest said 
“ leading 
filter cigarette brands produce 
more of the three poison gases 
than 
do 
leading 
non-filter 
brands." 
“ For example, non-filter Pall 


M all King, the highest-tar 
brand tested, ranks only 13th on 
the HCN chart, well below such 
top-selling filter brands as 
Winston Filter King. Marlboro 
(Filter King and Box), Salem 
Filter King and L and M Filter 
King." 
The Digest added that “ the 
top 14 producers of toxic N02... 
are top filter brands; 
while 
high-tar, non-filter Camel, Pall 
Mall King and Lucky Strike 
rank far down the list." 


The Digest’s tests ranked 
Kool Filter 100’s as having the 
highest combined total of the 
three gases. It was followed by 
L and M Filter King, Kool 
Filter King. Winston Filter 
King, Marlboro Filter 100s and 
Tareyton Filter King. 


The lowest on the gas content 
scale was Carlton Filter 70. 
followed by Now Filter King, 
Kent Golden Lights Filter King 
and Merit Filter King.

ments and 
it was “ not a 
negotiating session.” 
Simon arrived Friday for 
what was officially described 
as a private weekend visit 
en route to Moscow, where he 
was to address the annual 
meeting of the Soviet-American 
Trade and Economic Council 
today. 
About 300 top executives of 
U.S. corporations doing busi­ 
ness with the Soviet Union were 
expected to attend

British economy.” 
Political sources said Healey 
outlined

One in a series of concerts 
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Errol Haines reviews 
CCA concert performance

A trio called “ One Third Ninth’’ from 
Calgary, Alberta! Really! These creden­ 
tials hardly portend fantastic music 
making but that is exactly what took 
place at the recent season opening for 
Community Concerts. 
The chances it is necessary for the 
committee to take in choosing concerts 
is great and they should be thanked for 
taking the plunge 
The wonder does not end there 
although each musician's background is 
most catholic and extensive. Moshe 
Hammer, violinist, is from Israel; 
Gloria Saarinen, pianist, is from New 
Zealand; John Kadz, cellist, is from Los 
Angeles. Perhaps this diversity and their 
center of activities in Calgary are a 
definite asset bringing freshness to their 
creative instincts. They certainly are not 
jaded. 
The youthful “ Trio IX in E major” by 
Beethoven was beautifully played. The 
only criticism of the entire program was 
that the piano seemed a bit too 
predominate in this number and had a 
rather harsh tone quality. The cello was 
also a bit too subdued However the 
piano often doubles the cello and it takes 
time for any group to adjust to hall 
acoustics We are lucky to have excellent 
acoustics at Lompoc Theater. 
The "Passacaglia” , an organ piece by 
Handel and transcribed by Swedish 
violist Halvorsen, was exceptional. 
Hammer and Kadz made the double- 
stopped climaxes sound like a full string 
orchestra, as it should. Small matter 
that Handel would have been shocked by 
the glissandos. 
The next three numbers had their in­ 
spiration in the gypsy music of Eastern 
Europe and were played with real zest 


and flair. It’s not possible to hear them 
to better advantage I had not heard the 
“ Gypsy Rondo” of Haydn played as its 
name indicates before, and one does not 
want to hear it any other way again! The 
“ Slavanic Dance in E minor” of Dvorak 
and the “ Hungarian Dance No. 5” by 
Brahms had the right amount of expres­ 
sion. These young people are not afraid 
of showing emotion, which is what music 
is all about. However it is always in good 
taste which is not always true of some 
performers. 


As soloist Gloria Saarinen played a 
Scarlatti “ Sonata” , “ Study No 6 in 
Thirds” by Chopin, and “ Toccata Op. 11” 
by a young Prokofiev. The last two cer­ 
tainly take plenty of technique of which 
she has an abunciance. Although both are 
technical studies, at her hands they were 
also beautiful music. 


The “ Trio in G minor” by Bohemian 
composer Bedrich Smetana proved what 
Americans are missing by ignoring the 
composers of that area. Its beautiful 
melodies are instantly enjoyable es­ 
pecially with the “ tender loving care” 
they are given by these musicians Again 
in the "Allegro” second movement and 
the dance-like “ Finale-Presto” it 
sounded like a complete orchestra was 
playing This was due to the large rich 
tone these players draw from their in­ 
struments 
Our members even ap­ 
plauded between movements to show 
their appreciation. They do not usually 
make ttese interruptions. 
The rapport these musicians have with 
each other and the audience was so ob­ 
vious during their one encore “ Polka” 
from the “ Age of Fold” ballet by 
Shostakovich. They had great fun and I 
certainly did!

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Richardson flies to Turkey 
to oversee U.S. aid shipments 


VAN. Turkey (UPI) — Com­

Richardson has flown to Turkey 
on orders from President Ford 
to oversee American aid ship­ 
ments to earthquake victims in 
the country’s rem ote eastern 
sections, where snow and bitter 
cold were hampering rescue ef­ 
forts. 
Richardson broke off a six- 
nation European tour Sunday 
and flew to A nkara from 
Belgrade He was scheduled to 
m eet today in the capital with 
P rim e M in ister S uleym an 
Demirel. 
Demirel. who Saturday visit­ 
ed the remote, mountainous 
disaster area on the borders of 


Soviet Armenia and Iran, said 
the latest official death toll 
from Wednesday’s quake was 
3.024 
However, local officials said 
they feared that many who sur­ 
vived the quake itself may die 
of exposure and the final death 
toll may be double the official 
estimate. 
The quake registered 7.6 on 
the open-ended Richter scale 
and was Turkey’s worst since 
1939. 
Temperatures dropped to as 
low as 12 degrees at night and 
the area has been plagued by in­ 
termittent blizzards since the 
quake struck, the officials said. 
They emphasized that warmth

Australia's announcement of 
the devaluation Sunday prompt­ 
ed a 12,5 per cent devaluation of 
the currency of Papua New 
Guinea against the Australian 
dollar and 7.25 per cent against 
other world currencies. 
New Zealand waited until to­ 
day to announce it was follow­ 
ing su it by d ev alu in g its 
currency by 12.7 per cent 
against the Australian dollar 
and 7 per cent against other 
world currencies including the 
U S 
dollar 
Prim e Minister 
Robert Muldoon said the effect 
of the action was to peg New 
Zealand's currency at about 91 
cents to the Australian dollar. 
The immediate impact of the 
devaluations will be to increase 
the cost of imports, making 
local industries m ore com peti­ 
tive and making exports more 
attractive on international m ar­ 
kets. 
In announcing A ustralia's 
devaluation. Treasurer Philip 
Lynch said wage increases had 
red u ced 
A u s tra lia 's co m ­ 
petitiv e position 
in world 
m arkets, resulting in foreign 
c u rre n c y r e s e rv e lo ss e s. 
M anufacturers and business 
leaders strongly criticized the 
decision because of higher im­ 
port costs 
The devaluation decision 
caused a split in Australia’s rul­ 
ing Liberal party, with form er 
S o cial S e rv ic e s M in is te r 
William Wentworth calling for 
Lvnch s dismissal.

Rosalind Russell sophisticated 
queen of comedy, dies at 63 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (UPI) - Rosalind Russell, the 
queen of sophisticated stage and screen comedy who capped 
her career with her unforgettable portrayal of the crusty but 
charming Auntie Marne, is dead at the age of 63. 
Miss Russell died Sunday at her home from cancer, com­ 
plicated by her long battle with severe rheumatoid arthritis. 
Her husband, Fred Brisson, and their son and daughter-in- 
law were with her when she died. 
Tentative funeral arrangements included services at the 
Church of Good Shepherd at 11 a.m. Wednesday, followed by 
burial at Holy Cross Cemetery in nearby Culver City. 
A family spokesman asked that contributions, in lieu of 
flowers, be sent to the Rosalind Russell Memorial Fund in 
care of the Bank of America in Beverly Hills. The fund will 
be used to build a research center for both cancer and 
arthritis. 
Miss Russell was afflicted with breast cancer 15 years ago 
and was stricken with arthritis six years ago. She vowed at 
the time, “If I beat this rap, I’ll search for a cure for the rest 
of my life.” 
She signed a long-term contract with MGM Studios, made 
her movie debut with William Powell and Myma Loy in 
“Evelyn Prentice.” and gained stardom with her portrayal 
of the malicious gossiping female in "The Women” in 1939. 


After that she was cast most often as a brash and efficient 
career woman in comedies. 
She was nominated for an Academy Award for "Sister 
Kenny” in 1946. "Mourning Becomes Electra” in 1948 and 
"Auntie Marne” in 1958, but never won the award. 


However, she was awarded a Tony for the musical comedy 
"Wonderful Town” in 1954. 


Amy Carter to attend racially 
integrated public school 


PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) - After 
her father is inaugurated, Amy 
Carter will become the first 
child of a President to attend a 
racially integrated public 
school in Washington. 
P r e sid e n t-e le c t 
Jim m y 
Carter and his wife, Rosalynn, 
a n n o u n ced S un d ay th a t 
Washington school officials 
were assigning their 9-year-old 
daughter to predominantly 
black Thaddeus Stevens School, 
the public school nearest the 
White House. 
The school was named for a 
Civil War-era congressman 
despised by white Southerners. 
Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsyl­ 
vania helped establish the 
Republican Party, pushed for 
abolition of slavery, and urged 
the use of federal troops to oc­ 
cupy the South during Recon­ 
struction. 
The Stevens school was built 
in 1868 five blocks from the 
White House as Washington’s 
first public school for the 
children of newly freed slaves. 
About 60 per cent of its 215 
pupils are black. Another 30 per 
cent are Oriental or Hispanic. 


Many are enrolled from nearby 
em bassies, with 26 foreign 
countries represented. 
Mrs. Carter, who visited it 
last week, said she was “very 
pleased with the quality of the 
school, the attitude of the staff 
and teachers and the friendli­ 
ness of the students.” 
During the campaign Carter 
said Amy. who goes to a 
predominantly 
black public 
school in Plains, would attend a 
public school in Washington if 
the Secret Service had no major 
security objections. 
Mrs. Carter said “no special 
security problems have been 
found.” Secret Service agents 
will accompany Amy to school. 
Amy will enter the mid-term 
of the fourth grade at Stevens 
and presumably will stay at the 
school until she graduates from 
the sixth grade two and one-half 
years later. 
She will be in a classroom 
with 20 other girls and 10 boys 
taught by Verona Meeder, a 
white woman who is married to 
a Methodist minister. 
“I hadn’t counted on teaching 
the President’s daughter.” 


M rs 
M eeder said a t her 
Lanham, Md . home on learning 
from UPI that she would be 
Amy’s teacher " I ’m surprised 
but pleased.” 
.Asked if she could treat Amy 
like any other student. Mrs. 
Meeder said: “ I think I’ll be 
able to pretty soon I’ll adjust, 
and she wili be just like the 
other 20 girls in the class.” 


Because her parents aren’t 
poor. Amy won’t share the free 
or reduced-price breakfasts 
m ost pupils qualify for at 
Stevens. 


No Washington public school 
has taught a President’s child 
since Theodore Roosevelt’s son, 
Quentin, attended legally segre­ 
gated schools for two years 
before enrolling in a private 
school

NEW YORK (UPI) — Yankee pinstripes and long green 
are expected to be the fashion of the day for Reggie Jackson. 
Club owner George Steinbrenner, who cut short a holiday 
in the Florida sun to return to New York Sunday, has offered 
the 30-year-old outfielder approximately $2 5 million in a 
multi-vear contract to do his slugging in a New York 
Yankees uniform Jackson is expected to sign today. 
Jackson, who loves the limelight and realizes it shines 
brighter in New York City, reportedly turned down offers of 
even more money from the Montreal Expos and the San 
Diego Padres to sign with the Yankees 
The Expos’ offer reportedly was for $4 million. 
Jackson, who led the Oakland A s to three consecutive 
world championships, was unable to reach a contract agree­ 
ment with owner Charlie Finley and was traded to the 
Baltimore Orioles at the outset of last season Pitcher Ken 
Hdtzman, who also was playing out his option with the A s, 
was included in the deal. 


Holtzman then was traded in June to the Yankees, who 
eventually signed the left-hander for a figure reported in ex­ 
cess of $1 million. 
Jackson, who had 27 home runs and 91 runs batted in for 
Baltimore, made jokes during the season about going apart­ 
ment hunting whenever the Orioles played in New York.

to win the Heisman 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Tony Dorsett of 
the University of Pittsburgh is expected 
to achieve his preseason goal Tuesday by 
being named winner of the Heisman 
Trophy as the outstanding college foot­ 
ball player in the nation. 
The 5-foot-ll, 180-pound running back 
probably will be a runaway winner in the 
balloting of more than 1,000 sports 
writers and sportscasters from across 
the nation. The winner of the Heisman 
Trophy, given annually by the Downtown 
Athletic Club, will be announced at 11:30 
a m Tuesday. 
Dorsett. who finished fourth in the 
voting last season when Ohio State’s 
Archie Griffin became the only player in 
history ever to win the Heisman Trophy 
twice, set 13 NCAA rushing records dur­ 
ing his four-year career and won this 
year’s rushing championship by averag­ 
ing 177 yards per game He gained 1.948 
yard s th is sea so n and sco red 21 
touchdowns. 
Only Southern California’s Ricky Bell 
figures to challenge Dorsett in the 
voting, but Bell, runnerup in 1975, is un­ 
likely to get the support he did a year ago 
because he was injured for part of the 
season and gained 675 yards less than 
last vear 


Bell did have the best single game 
rushing performance of the season (347 
yards against Washington State), but 
Dorsett went over the 200-yard barrier 
four times and is the only player in 
history ever to surpass 6,000 career 
yards <6.082>. 
If Dorsett wins, he would be the first 
Pitt player ever to capture the Heisman 
Trophy and only the second Eastern 
player in the last 13 years to be so 
honored 
An Easterner was last ac­ 
claimed in 1973 when John Cappelletti, a 
former Penn State running back now 
with the Los Angeles Rams, was the win­ 
ner. 
Winning the Heisman Trophy will be 
vindication, of sorts, for Dorsett. The 
fleet Panthers’ tailback felt he deserved 
the trophy last year and was “shocked” 
when he finished fourth. He was out to 
prove from opening day that the voters 
had made a serious mistake. 
“ I want to become the first four-time 
1,000 yard rusher, I want to beat Archie 
Griffin's all-time rushing record, and of 
course. I want to win the Heisman 
Trophy.’’ Dorsett said before the season 
Dorsett opened the season on a flashy 
note, gaining 181 yards in 22 carries 
against Notre Dame

At least two things are readily apparent in the light of Fri­ 
day night’s 8-7 Lompoc win over the Mira Costa Mustangs. 


1. There is life after halftime at Lompoc gam es, despite 
what fans have com e to believe the last couple months. 


2. If Richard Aguilar ever com es up with a technique to 
block kickoffs. the other team s are REALLY in trouble. 


The second half of Lompoc football gam es will no longer 
be reserved for napping, knitting, chatting and beating the 
traffic out of the parking lot. Of the eight team s still alive in 
the 3-A playoffs, there aren’t many that can be blown out of 
the game in the first half, as were the last five Lompoc foes 
prior to Mira Costa. 
As for Aguilar, the Sultan of Swat, it was business as usual. 
Aggie made six tackles, assisted on six others, had a sack, 
blocked a pass—and blocked a kick 
He came up with the season’s most dramatic play, just 
after the start of the fourth quarter Mira Costa was leading 
7-0 and punting. Aguilar blocked the punt, picked up the ball 
and ran 45 yards for a touchdown 
“That’s the first kick w e’ve had blocked against us in the 
nine years I’ve been at Mira Costa,” said Mustang coach 
Steve Anderson after the game. “ Aguilar is as good a high 
school lineman as I’ve ever seen. If I were a college. I’d find 
a place for that kid.” 
Aguilar's play, and Calvin Boler’s subsequent two-point 
conversion run, gave the Braves their 10th straight win. ty­ 
ing a school record. It was coach Mike Warren s 50th 
coaching victory in his six year career (the last two at Lom­ 
poc). And it set up a mouth-watering matchup in next 
Friday's quarterfinals. (Story below). 


The Braves impressed Mira Costa coach Anderson, who 
said: 
“ I think Lompoc is good enough to go all the way, if that 
kid (quarterback Steve McMillan) can pass, and I think he 
can. If they play like this, I think they can win it.” 
The Braves controlled the game, running off 61 plays to 
Mira Costa’s 30, and lim iting the Mustangs to a total of six 
yards rushing. In the first half, Mira Costa gained 15 yards 
total offense and had zero first downs. And yet they led 7-0 
thanks to a first-play interception and 45-yard runback by 
linebacker Jeff Rohrer. who has a habit of doing things like 
that. 
The first time the Mustangs moved the ball into Lompoc 
territory, at the start of the second half, Casey Candaele in­ 
tercepted a pass on the next play. 
Fine defense. But because of some big m istakes—the in­ 
terception, a fumble, big penalties, a dropped pass and 
because the Mustang defense held firm on three crucial 
fourth-down-and-short-yardage plays, the Braves were in 
trouble. Faith and Aguilar pulled it out. 
“Our kids have great faith in them selves,” said Warren 
“We told them at halftime that Mira Costa was not going to 
score and that we were not going to be shut out. It would 
have been easy for us to get discouraged, but I thought we 
played with a lot of courage .” 
What everyone was talking about after the game was The 
Block 
The rush on that particular punt was a brand new one for 
the Braves, designed the week of the game and not used un­ 
der fire until that play. 
Basically what happened is the Braves overloaded the rush 
in the middle, creating a five-on-four rush The lone blocking 
back was then forced to make a choice—block a defensive

end, or block Aguilar. 
“ He chose to block Aguilar, but he just couldn’t,” said 
Warren. “You know, it’s really amazing to watch Aguilar 
As soon as he blocked the ball he knew right where it w as.” 
The ball rolled toward the sideline. Aguilar scooped it up, 
hobbled it, and finally tucked it in. 
“I thought I was going to lose it,” he said later. “Then 
when I picked it up. I thought someone was going to get me 
from behind.” 


And they might have, if it weren’t for a big block from 
Richard’s brother. Joe. and another from David Huyck. 
After the touchdown cam e the all-im portant conversion. 
Why did the Braves risk trying for two points? After all, they 
were dominating the action, and with plenty of tim e on the 
clock, had a good chance to com e back and score again.

“ We went fa rth e r than 
anyone ever expected us to go,” 
was the comment of Santa Ynez 
Valley High football coach Will 
Stensland following the Pirate 
defeat in the second round CIF 
l-A playoffs Friday night by 
Rim of the World, 38-20 
“ We played a real fine foot­ 
ball team and we didn’t play 
our best. In the end. the season­ 
ing of the team showed. We 
h ave six ju n io rs and a 
sophomore on our first string 
defensive squad, and five 
juniors and a sophomore on our 
offensive squad, and the ability 
to come up mentally game after 
game is something that comes 
with more maturity.” 
Rim of the World ground out 
with consistent power, while 
the Pirates made all their 
moves and points on big plays. 
The Pirates got on the board 
first with the first play from 
scrim m age, a Scott Foss 
scamper around the end and 
down the sideline for 80 yards. 
The Scots from Rim then 
ground down the field with four 
and five yard runs, only to give 
up the ball on the Santa Ynez 
nine-yard line on a fumble 
recovered by Norman Sahm. 
At the opening of the second 
quarter, the Pirates fumbled on 
their own 14 and Rim took it in 
two plays later for their first 
score. On Rim’s next posses­ 
sion, the Scots marched down 
the field from their own 20 to 
score on a quarterback sneak 
by Bob. Gradillas. 
The power of the Scots’ runn­ 
ing attack was exemplified by 
the fact that on four out of five 
touchdowns they were able to 
make two-point conversions. 


The second half opened with 
the score 16-6. Rim’s first pos­ 
session was another march 
down the field, five yards at a 
time to paydirt with another 
two-point conversion. Rim 
picked up another Pirate fum­ 
ble for their fourth score, 
pushing the score to 32 to 6. 
The Pirates electrified the 
crowd with a Russ Moir to Mike 
Hanly touchdown pass of 46 
yards to boost the score to 32- 
12, followed by a razzle-dazzle 
straight out of the Oklahoma- 
Nebraska game seen on televi­ 
sion earlier that day.

An onside kick was retained 
by Santa Ynez on the 50. but a 
couple of plays later the Pirates 
were back on their own 15, and 
an Alan Ascherl pass was 
picked off by Scot Shawn Chase 
to ice the cake for Rim of the 
World at 38-20 
Rim goes on to the semi­ 
finals, taking on Notre Dame of 
Riverside. The other semi will 
be between Bishop and Paso 
Robles, the latter pounding Car­ 
pintería 31 to 0.

The Oakland Raiders and the 
Pittsburgh Steelers are perhaps 
the most bitter rivals in the 
National Football League but 
as fate would have it, the 
Steelers’ main shot at making 
the playoffs this season depends 
on a huge helping hand from the 
Raiders. 
Pittsburgh, which lost four of 
its first five games, moved to 
within a game of first-place 
Cincinnati in the American 
Conference Central Division 
race Sunday by beating the 
Bengals 7-3 in a snowstorm at 
Riverfront Stadium. The Steel­ 
ers can no longer qualify as 
wild card or best runnerup and 
must win the division title out­ 
right to go on and defend their 
Super Bowl title. 
And that’s where Oakland 
comes in. The Raiders, who 
own the best record in the 
league at 11-1, play host to Cin­ 
cinnati on national television 
next Monday night. A Raider 
win combined with a Pittsburgh 
victory over winless Tampa 
Bay would put the Steelers and 
Bengals in a tie for first with 
one week left. If the race ends 
that way, Pittsburgh would go 
to the playoffs by virtue of hav­ 
ing beaten Cincinnati twice. 
A Bengal victory, however, 
would eliminate Pittsburgh and 
could raise all sorts of ques­ 
tions since the Raiders actually 
might benefit from a Cincinnati 
win. That would eliminate a 
Steeler team that is playing 
perhaps the best ball in the 
NFL right now. allowing just 28 
points in winning its last seven 
games. 
It is also the same Steeler 
team th at has elim inated 
Oakland in the playoffs the past 
two seasons and had gone on to 
beat National Conference com­ 


petition in the Super Bowl. 
A1 Davis, Oakland’s manag­ 
ing general partner, scoffs at 
talk of an Oakland “dump” . 
“Only a bunch of simple fools 
would even suggest something 
like that,” Davis said. “Look, 
no one in this league, not even 
Tampa, is a pushover. You have 
to go out there and win or lose 
on your merits. No one can dic­ 
tate ahead of time how a game 
is going to turn out and to 
suggest we might lay down for 
the Bengals ... that’s about as 
ridiculous a thing as I have 
heard in all my years in foot­ 
ball. I’d say only a bunch of 
crybabies would make that kind 
of a suggestion.” 
“ We're out to win every 
game,” said Raider quarter­ 
back Ken Stabler, who threw 
two touchdown passes and 
raised his season total to 23 in a 
49-16 rout of Tampa Bay. “ And 
right now, I’m glad we are go­ 
ing to have an extra day to get 
ready for Cincinnati. The 
Bengals are as good a team as 
there is in football and they cer­ 
tainly have nothing to be 
ashamed of for losing to the 
Steelers.” 
Cincinnati closes out in two 
weeks against the Jets, now 3-9. 
in New York while Pittsburgh 
finishes up at Houston, now 5-7. 


Colts 35, Jets 16 
Bert Jones had three TD pas­ 
ses in a 24-point second period 
burst as Baltimore clinched a 
playoff spot by beating the Jets. 
The Colts are 10-2, a game 
ahead of New England in the 
AFC East. If they fail to win the 
division title, they are assured 
a wild card playoff spot. Jones 
hit 23-of-32 passes for 175 yards, 
including TD passes of five 
yards to Don McCauley, 14 to 
Lydell Mitchell and 31 to Roger 


Carr. Toni Linhart added a 
career-high four field goals. 
Patriots 38, Broncos 14 
Rookie sen satio n Mike 
Haynes returned a punt 62 
yards for a score and New 
England's defense logged nine 
sacks to steer the playoff-bound 
Patriots over Denver. Don 
Calhoun rushed for 177 yards as 
the Pats ran their record to 9-3 
and stayed a game ahead with 
two left in the race for the AFC 
wild card berth. They need one 
more victory to clinch their 
first playoff berth in 13 years 
Redskins 24, Eagles 0 
Mike Thomas caught two TD 
passes and surpassed the 1,000 
yard rushing mark for the year 
as Washington shut out Phila­ 
delphia and gained ground in 
the NFC playoff race. The win 
boosted the Redskins into a tie 
with St. Louis with two games 
left and strengthened their 
chances for at least a wild card 
playoff slot. Bill Kilmer’s third 
TD pass came after a 43-yard 
punt return by Eddie Brown, 
who set a NFL record of 566 
punt return yards for the year. 
Browns 17, Dolphins 13 
Brian Sipe threw TD passes 
to Paul Warfield and Reggie 
Rucker as Cleveland edged 
Miami in a swirling snowstorm 
to keep their playoff hopes 
alive. W arfield, sta rrin g 
against his old team on his 34th 
birthday, caught a 12-yard pass 
from Sipe and Rucker grabbed 
an 18-yarder as the Browns won 
their seventh game in the last 
eight weeks to lift their record 


to 8-4. 
Rams 33, Saints 14 
Rookie Pat Haden hit two 
short TD passes and scored on a 
seven-yard run to carry Los 
Angeles over New Orleans and 
move the Rams a step closer to 
their fourth straight NFC West 
title. The Rams can clinch the 
division crown tonight if San 
Francisco loses to Minnesota. 
Oilers 20, Falcons 14 
John Hadl threw a pair of TD 
passes to lift Houston past 
Atlanta for the Oilers’ first vic­ 
tory in seven games. Hadl hit 
Ken Burrough with a 16-yard TD 
pass and Billy Johnson from 40 
yards out

Preserve incentives 


An issue that resurfaces 
every election year is tax 
reform. Specifically, how to 
achieve a more equitable dis­ 
tribution of the tax burden. 
There will probably never be 
a time when the tax system 
couldn’t benefit from reform, 
bu t 
o n e 
f a v o r e d 
i dea 
Am ericans might as well 
forget about is that there are 
vast untaxed billions to be 
raked out of the upper income 
brackets. 
According to the Tax Foun- 
d a t i o n , 
I n c . , 
a 
n o n ­ 
governmental 
organization 
that researches and reports on 
tax m atters, the Internal 
Revenue Service collected 


$15.8 billion in taxes from in­ 
come brackets above $32,000 in 
1972. That was an effective tax 
rate of 55 per cent. 
If the tax rate had been 100 
per cent, and the IRS had 
taken all taxable income 
above $32,000, the additional 
revenue would have been $12.8 
billion. 
Now $12.8 billion, of course, 
is nothing to sneeze at — 
although it would barely pay 
the cost of the federal govern­ 
ment for 11 and one-half days 
in fiscal 1977. 
But suppose Congress were 
to impose a 100 per cent tax on 
all income above a certain 
level. What would happen, 


says the Tax Foundation, is 
that all income above the ceil­ 
ing would tend to vanish. Peo­ 
ple would look elsewhere for 
the rewards of hard work and 
success and this source of 
revenue would quickly dry up. 
It would be a case of the nation 
biting off its own nose. 
Which is not to say that ours 
is the best of all possible tax 
structures. Far from it. 
It is only that true tax 
reform must always have as 
its goal a balance between fair 
taxation of all citizens and 
preservation of the incentives 
which generate the wealth 
which is available to be taxed 
in the first place.

WASHINGTON - The Secret Service 
is upset with the FBI for failing to tell it 
about a suspect in the Legionnaires 
Disease case. 
Unknown to the Secret Service, the 
suspect was at large when President 
Ford recently visited the Philadelphia 
hotel where 29 American Legion conven­ 
tioneers were stricken 
last July. 
The breakdown in 
communications 
raised the hackles of 
S ecret S erv ice o f­ 
ficials who recalled 
the FBI’s failure to 
warn them about Lee 
Harvey Oswald before 
P re sid e n t John F. 
Kennedy’s tragic visit 
to Dallas in November 
1963 
A mysterious afflic­ 
tion struck down the 29 
unlucky legionnaires, 
all of whom had been 
a t P h ila d e lp h ia 's 
grand old Bellevue 
Stratford hotel. Meanwhile, we learned 
that a vague but ominous letter had been 
sent to Dr. William Sunderman Jr., the 
nation’s leading expert in nickel poison­ 
ing. The letter hinted at nickel poisoning 
Since the anonymous letter reached 
Sunderman before most experts began to

the lethal agent. Sunderman turned the 
letter over to the FBI in Hartford. 
Whoever wrote the letter, it appeared, 
might have inside knowledge of the 
calamity in Philadelphia. 
Although the FBI received the letter 
by August 2, the Secret Service was 
never shown a copy In the meantime. 
President Ford was cleared for a visit to 
the Bellevue Stratford on the evening of 
September 23. 
The president visited some of the same 
spots where the dead legionnaires had 
been seen Had the Secret Service known 
a suspect was still loose, w ith a 
knowledge of nickel poisoning, it’s doubt­ 
ful the president would have been per­ 
mitted to visit the hotel. 
But the Secret Service didn't learn 
about the ominous letter until we wrote 
about it on October 28 We quoted from a 
confidential study by Rep John Murphy, 
D-N Y . that the killer may have been a 
“ paranoid” person with a knowledge of 
chemicals. 
Alerted by our column, the Secret Ser­ 
vice contacted Murphy and, with his 
help, located the letter. By use of 
sophisticated ink comparisons and other 
scientific tools, the Secret Service quick­ 
ly located the letter writer. 
He turned out to fit Murphy’s descrip­ 
tion of the possible killer. He was ec­ 
centric and possessed some knowledge 
of chemicals But after surveillance and 
investigation, the Secret Service deter­ 
mined that the man had not been in 
Philadelphia at the right time to have 
caused the legionnaires’ deaths. 
“Your column alerted us to the poten­ 
tial suspect.” said a spokesman. “ We did 
a thorough investigation. We talked to 
him. We do not now regard him as a 
protective interest.” In other words, he 
looked like a possible suspect but has 
now been ruled out. 
Footnote Officially, both the FBI and 
Secret Service declined to comment on 
the breakdown in liaison. But not for at­ 
tribution. Secret Service sources con­ 
firmed they were “ deeply concerned 
over the FBI’s failure to forward a copy 
of the letter to them at once. In fairness, 
it should be added that communication 
between the two agencies usually has 
been excellent since President Ken­ 
nedy’s assassination. 


HMMMM CONTROVERSY: A con 
troversy is boiling inside the National 
Education Assn over an employe s right 
to say “ Hmm mm ” to his superiors.

troversy The union contends that Mc­ 
Comb was exercising his freedom of 
speech when he addc*l the accusatory 
‘H m m m m ’’ to the bottom of our 
column. 
Footnote Sullivan told us his memo 
was merely a warning of what would 
happen if M cCom b re p e a te d his 
pamphleteering, without evidence to 
back it up. 
WATCH ON WASTE: The Federal 
Aviation Administration is losing at 
least $12 6 million a year because 20 per 
cent of its trainees are washing out 
before they complete their instruction. 
Now. Rep William Randall. D-Mo., is 
pressuring Administrator John McLucas 
to employ “ radar sim ulators” at the 
FAA training academy to save the tax­ 
payers' money. 
In a private letter to McLucas, Randall 
pointed out that much of the $12.6 million 
loss occurs when trainees flunk on-the- 
job radar tests. If the trainees were 
tested with radar sim ulators before they 
reached on-the-job training, two or more 
years of costly controller instruction 
could be saved by weeding out those un­ 
able to do the precision radar work. 
Fumed Randall: The failure to use the 
simulators “creates the inescapable im­
